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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR LI 14 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1. 1 14, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office action under Ex 
Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (CommY Pat. 1935). Since this application is eligible 
for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 . 1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 . 1 7(e) has been 
timely paid, prosecution in this application has been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. 
Applicant's submission filed on January 8, 2004 has been entered. 

Applicant is advised that the Notice of Allowance mailed December 29, 2003 is vacated 
due to the reopening of prosecution from the request for continued examination as noted above. 
If the issue fee has already been paid, applicant may request a refund or request that the fee be 
credited to a deposit account. However, applicant may wait until the application is either found 
allowable or held abandoned.

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-11 and 13-14 are allowed in view of the prior art. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 

As to claims 1 and 13, the prior art of record, taken either alone or in combination, fails 
to disclose or render obvious a device and method for the inspection of a rotating surface, in 
combination with the rest of the limitations of the claim. 
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With more specific regard to the claims, the applicant's arguments in response to the 
previous Office Action give detailed reasons for the allowability of the claims over the prior art. 
In particular, the prior art fails to reveal an evaluation unit for determining the velocity of a 
defect on the surface from the shifted frequency and from this velocity the position of the defect 
on the surface, in combination with all elements and limitations, and in combination with any 
analogous method steps, in the rest of the claims. 

Conclusion 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal matters: 
The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: on page 1 of the 
specification, claims are referred to by number as originally filed. This is improper, since the 
final numbering of the claims can differ from the original numbering of claims, causing the 
specification to be inconsistent from the actual, final claims while possibly leading to the 
allusion of new matter within the specification. If the claims are to be explicitly referred to in 
the specification, they should be fully written out rather than being simply referred to by number. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Prosecution on the merits is closed in accordance with the practice under Ex parte 
Quayle, 1935 CD. 1 1, 453 O.G. 213.
